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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF 
SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Committee  and  Citizens  of  Naples: 

Your  schools  have  been  maintained  since  the  last  annual 
report  with  no  unusual  drawbacks.  The  cost  of  main- 
tenance has  steadily  increased  as  was  anticipated.  The 
days  of  low-priced  teachers  have  probably  passed  forever, 
but  we  have  a  right  to  expect  that  the  higher  wages  will, 
in  a  few  years,  make  available  trained  teachers  of  superior 
ability. 

I  would  urge  the  citizens  of  Naples  to  provide  for  a 
thirty-six  week  school  year,  as  provided  in  most  other 
towns.  You  can  readily  see  that  four  weeks  lost  each  year 
for  the  average  nine  years  of  elementary  education,  is 
equivalent  to  the  loss  of  one  full  school  year.  I  have 
known  personally,  pupils  from  Naples  who  have  found 
high  school  work  too  difficult  because  they  were  not  properly 
prepared.  Thus  handicapped,  they  soon  became  dis- 
couraged and  abandoned  all  efforts  to  get  a  higher  educa- 
tion. I  believe  the  short  school  year  is  partly  to  blame 
for  this  unfortunate  condition. 

A  centralized  building  of  about  four  rooms,  to  which  all 
the  pupils  of  the  town  might  be  gathered,  would  be  a  great 
asset  to  the  community  and  is  worthy  of  your  serious  con- 
sideration. Better  teachers  could  be  secured,  the  children 
properly  graded,  and  at  least  twice  as  much  instruction 
given  each  child  as  under  the  present  system. 

I  advise  and  strongly  urge  that  the  village  school  be 
divided  into  two  separate  schools.  The  passing  of  the 
lower  grades  from  one  room  to  the  other  cause  a  continual 
interruption  of  work  and  is  a  great  disadvantage  to  both 
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teachers  and  pupils.  .If  money  cannot  be  raised  to  build 
a  wing  Oil  to  the  present  building,  the  rooms  now  used 
should  be  remodeled  to  provide  for  two  independent 
schools. 

The  balance  appearing  under  the  "repair  account"  will 
not  be  available  as  repair  money  for  next  year,  as  it  will 
be  needed  to  pay  for  the  furniture  already  ordered  for  the 
Lord  School.  A  part  of  the  shipment  was  delayed  because 
some  of  the  desks  were  temporarily  out  of  stock. 

I  thank  the  Committee  for  their  co-operation,  and  I 
hope  that  as  I  become  better  acquainted  with  the  different 
communities  '  and  their  needs,  I  can  render  them  better 
service.

In  the  name  of  the  State  of  Maine  you  are  hereby 
required  to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  said  Town 
of  Naples,  qualified  to  vote  in  town  affairs,  to  meet  at  the 
town  house  in  said  town,  on  the  seventh  day  of  March 
A.  D.,  1921,  at  ten  o'clock  A.  m.,  to  act  on  the  following 
articles,  to  wit: 

Article  1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  at  said 
meeting. 

Art.  2.  To  see  what  method  the  town  will  take  to  repair 
and  maintain  highways  and  bridges,  and  to  determine  how 
many  Road  Commissioners  the  town  will  elect  or  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  appoint,  if  any. 

Art.  3.  To  choose  all  other  Town  Officers  required  by 
law  to  be  elected  by  ballot  for  the  municipal  year  1921. 

Art.  4.  To  choose  all  other  Town  Officers  and  admin- 
ister oaths  to  all  Town  Officers  chosen. 

Art.  5.  To  determine  what  sum  of  money  the  town 
will  raise  for  the  support  of  common  schools. 

Art.  6.  To  determine  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will 
vote  to  raise  for  the  support  of  high  or  secondary  school 
purposes,  and  determine  how  it  shall  be  expended. 

Art.  7.    To  raise  money  for  text  books. 

Art.  8.    To  raise  money  for  repair  of  schoolhouses.

Art.  10.  To  raise  money  for  school  supplies  and 
incidental  expenses. 

Art.  11.    To  raise  money  to  pay  undertaker's  bill. 

Art.  12.    To  raise  money  for  support  of  poor. 

Art.  13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  run  or  let  the 
town  farm,  and  to  raise  money  for  repair  of  buildings. 

Art.  14.    To  raise  money  for  town  charges. 

Art.  15.  To  determine  what  sum  of  money  the  town 
will  vote  to  raise  for  the  support  of  highway  and  bridge:.. 

Art.  16.    To  raise  money  to  pay  snow  bills. 

Art.  17.  To  raise  money  to  pay  for  cutting  bushes  in 
highways. 

Art.  18.  To  raise  money  forgathering  moth  nests. 

Art.  19.  To  raise  money  to  repair  sidewalks. 

Art.  20.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  money 
and  if  so,  to  determine  the  amount,  for  the  maintenance  of 
State  and  State  Aid  Highways  during  the  ensuing  year, 
within  the  limits  of  the  town,  under  the  provisions  of 
Sections  9  and  18  of  Chapter  130  of  the  Public  Laws  of 
1913. 

Art.  21.  To  see  whether  the  town  will  vote  "yes"  or 
"no"  on  the  question  of  appropriating  and  raising  money 
necessary  to  entitle  the  town  to  State  aid,  as  provided  in 
Section  20  of  Chapter  130,  of  the  Public  Laws  of  1913. 

Art.  22.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate 
and  raise  a  sum  of  money  not  exceeding  $533.00,  and  to 
determine  the  amount,  for  the  improvement  of  the  section 
of  State  aid  road,  as  outlined  in  the  report  of  the  State 
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Highway  Commission,  the  above  amount  being  the 
maximum  amount  allowed  under  the  provisions  of  Section 
19  of  Chapter  130,  of  the  Public  Laws  of  1913. 

Art.  23.  To  determine  the  amount  of  compensation 
to  be  allowed  the  Tax  Collector,  the  rebate  to  be  allowed 
tax  payers,  and  to  raise  money  for  the  same. 

Art.  24.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  light  Edes 
Falls  Bridge,  if  so  to  raise  money  for  same. 

Art.  25.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  School 
Committee  and  Superintendent  to  run  such  schools  as 
they  deem  advisable,  even  though  the  attendance  is  less 
than  is  required  by  law. 

Art.  26.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote 
to  raise  on  payment  of  town  debt  and  interest  on  notes. 

Art.  27.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  a  sum  of 
money  to  finish  fencing  and  paint  Edes  Falls  Cemetery 
fence.  • 

Art.  28.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  a  sum  of 
money  to  improve  the  village  cemetery. 

Art.  29.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  recommend  the  road  running  from  L.  P.  Knight's 
to  Harrison  line  to  the  Highway  Commission  as  a  State 
aid  road. 

Art.  30.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  a  sum 
of  money,  and  how  much,  to  be  expended  on  the  Harrison 
Road  between  L.  P.  Knight's  and  Harrison  line. 

Art.  31.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  move  the 
Long  Woods  Schoolhouse  to  the  village,  and  raise  money 
for  the  same. 

Art.  32.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  pay  the  School 
Committee  $30.00,  and  raise  money  for  the  same. 
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Art.  33.  To  see  what  road  machinery,  if  any,  the 
town  will  vote  to  buy,  and  raise  money  for  the  same. 

Art.  34.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen,  for  and  in  behalf  of  the  town,  to  contract  with 
the  Western  Maine  Power  Company  for  the  lighting  of 
the  streets  of  Naples  for  a  term  of  five  years,  at  an  expense 
to  the  town  therefor  of  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars 
per  year, — and  to  raise  money  therefor. 

Art.  35.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  the  list 
of  jurors  as  prepared  by  the  Selectmen. 

The  Selectmen  give  notice  that  they  will  be  in  session 
for  the  purpose  of  revising  and  correcting  the  list  of  voters 
at  the  town  office  at  nine  (9)  o'clock  A.  m.,  on  the  day  of 
said  meeting.
